Michaels, House Appropriations Committee staff, the matter of funding 
of certain padio operations . Mr. Michaels advised that this is a matter 
that will require some thought in relation to expenditure authority after 
1 July. Mr. Michaels intends when possible to discuss the matter with 
the Chairman and to review the matter further from a staff point of view. 

Mr. Michaels noted in passing that more extensive review of intelligence 
community activities by the Appropriations Committee than has been 
accorded in the past may be in the offing. The questions of costs and possible 
duplication have been coming up more frequently starting with review of DIA 
activities and currently the ARM and MOL matters.
